WATERING. 


In a short time t'nc watering cart will be- 


come again r. necessity on our streets, ami 
the old question arises, How uiauj1 streets 
shall be watered ? and who shall pay for ii? 


Sprinkled streets in summer are no luxu- 


ries, they are necessities. 
They add to 


the cleanliness of our persons and of our 
bouses, and to our heaiih. Serious disor- 
ders of the oyc and throat are prevented by 
well laying the dust. 


The more streets that are watered, 
Ibc 


better it is tor the public, and the fact that 
every street in the city cannot be watered 
by the cily, is no reason why some should 
not be. 


There are certain public streets that are 


used by all, and not only by those who live 
OQ them. 
To water all such streets from 


the City treasury is to expend the public's 
money for the public's good. 


Broad street ought to be watered, as i! 


is the only entrance aLd exit to and from 
the cily on the land side. It is in constant 
use both by our cwii citizens and the people 
of other towns. It is in the fullest sense a 
public highway and is peculiarly liable to 
be tilled wiiu dust. 
Bellcvue avenue and 


Bath road should be considered us parks 
rather than Ha streets. 
They arc public 


walks and drives, and are used and enjoyed 
by every one. Kay street also ought to he 
watered. 
Both the comfort of all our citi- 


zens, and the reputation of the city demands 
that Long wharf shall be made us tolerable 
as sprinkling will make it. There are some 
other streets that the city ought tu water, 
but these that have beeu mentioned are (he 
most important. 


There is another point lo bo considered 


in rcfcrcnco lo watering the avenue. 
\Vc 


do not believe that it is taxing the poor for 
the benefit of the rich, for all use the ave- 
nue, and all enjoy its use in proportion to 
its freedom from dust. 


But even if a large number of people 


who live in this cily and pay taxes never 
went onto Ihe avenue, they could afford to 
pay for having it watered and kept in Ibc 
very best of repair. 
It must not 'oe for- 


golten that ours is a cily of publicans. 
Hotel keeping is as much our commercial 
interest as cotton weaving is that of Paw 
tucket or Woousockct. Every 
summer 


about five thousand persons spend some 
part of Ihe summer here, and Ihey are not 
generally persons ol 
straitened means, 


either. Many of the families who have villas 
herc.spjud each summer fifteen.twenty, and 
twonty-flve thousand dollars each.
